2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/652,1 16 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
method for predicting whether implantation of a fertilized oocyte from a human female subject 
will result in pregnancy in a female subject following assisted reproductive technology 
comprising the steps of measuring the activity of matrix metalloproteinase-9 in follicular fluid 
obtained from a female subject, comparing the measured activity of matrix metalloproteinase-9 
with a predetermined threshold level for matrix metalloproteinase-9, predicting the probability of 
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establishing pregnancy by in vitro fertilization-embryo transfer based upon the comparison, and 
fertilizing oocytes from the female subject if her measured level of matrix metalloproteinase-9 is 
above the predetermined threshold level.
